I find that since my first visit here 
two years ago a considerable change 
bas been made in the sizes of a num­ 
ber of schools. The Boyd and Bridge­ 
port High School Units have 
been 
consolidated, 
and 
Alvord, 
Chico, 
Greenwood. Bark Springs, 
Paradise, 
aud Decatur have been partially com­ 
pleted. 
Every child living in 
these 
consolidated districts is now guaran­ 
teed a high school education and can 
get it without leaving home and with­ 
out extra cost. 
When circumstances 
and necessiy demand it. a boy or girl 
may leave home to get a high school 
education, blit it is best for the chil­ 
dren in tile high 
school ages 
to be 
under the supervision of their parents 
during 
this plastic 
period of 
their ! 
lives. For this reason the steps taken 
to consolidate to give children 
the 
best kind of education is 
deserving 
of the 
highest commendation. 
In 
forty years Texas has changed 
from 
an ox-curt 
to

automobile 
and 
truck state and the boys and girls on 
the forks of 
the creeks aud iii 
the 
open country need a more practical 
education now 
than formerly, 
and 
need a better understanding of our 
government which becomes more com­ 
plex as conditions change and inven­ 
tions increase. 
The interest that the teachers seem
